339 TONS OF FISH 
SO FAR IN SEASON 


In Story of Industry On 
Lake Okeechobee 


Since the fishing season on 
Lake Okeechobee opened on Sep- 
tember 1 and until February 1, 339 
tons of fish have been shipped 
from Moore Haven, the . Glades 
County Democrat says in a com- 
plete review of the industry on the 
west side of the lake. In the same 
period, 750 tons of ice was used 
in icing the fish from the time 
they were caught until they were 
well on the Way to market. Dur- 
ing the same period, 46,875 gal- 
lons of gasoline has been sold 
directly to the five fish companies 
through local distributors. The 
fish business in Glades county 
represents an investment of - ap; 
proximately $165,000. 

The fishing industry of Glades 
county is said to be the,direct 
means of livelihood’ for more than 
500 persons of that county. The

Practically all fishing is con- 
fined to the southern part of the 
lake since the central portion has 
a rough rock bed that makes 
fishing in this part unadvisable. 
‘With considerably less than half 
the lake being fished it is highly 
improbable that there is any 
danger of the body of water being 


most fished 1s near the shore line 
from Lakeport to Clewiston. 

Bream, croppie and catfish 
make up the bulk of fish. ship- 
ments made from Moore Haven, 
which is the fishing center of the 
lake. These fish are taken in seines 
out in the lake and brought to the 
fish houses in iced boats; they are 
then packed in ice in 200-pound 
barrels and shipped to market by 
express. While the "run-boats," as 
the iced boats are called, make 
their trip to the fish dock the re- 
mainder of the crew stays in the 
lake to'catch another boat load 
by the time the run-boat arrives 
back at the fishing shoals.
